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Heavy voter turnout projected for Tuesday

With the upcoming gen¬ 
eral election less than a week 
away, one local election offi¬ 
cial is expecting a good voter 
response. 

“I look for a big turnout, at 
least 60 percent,” said Casey 
County Court Clerk Casey 
Davis, the county’s chief elec¬ 
tion official. Davis said that 
in the last general election 
four years ago, 60 percent of 


the county’s registered voters 
went to the polls. 

Davis said that polls in the 
county will be open from 6 
a.m. to 6 p.m. and Kentucky 
law prohibits electioneering 
within 300 feet of a polling 
place. Results for the major¬ 
ity of the local and state races 
should be tabulated by 7 p.m. 

Voters also have the option 
of early voting in Davis’s of¬ 
fice in the Courthouse or by 
absentee ballot. 

And that, Davis said, is al¬ 


ready popular with 179 hav¬ 
ing voted as of Monday after¬ 
noon, he said. 

Davis said that voters will 
have two options as far as vot¬ 
ing on machines — the new 
e-scan machine and the older 
e-slate machine. 

In August, Casey County 
Fiscal Court magistrates ap¬ 
proved the purchase of 15 
e-scan machines at a cost of 
$67,500, or $4,500 per ma¬ 
chine, Davis said, adding fed¬ 
eral grant funds were used to 


make the purchase. 

With the new machines, 
voters will mark paper ballots 
with a pen or pencil and then 
feed it into the machine where 
it’s read electronically. 

The advantage to the ma¬ 
chine is the addition of the 
hard copy that can be used if 
a question arises about a vote 
count, Davis said. 

Also, to speed up the voting 
process, Davis said that three 
privacy booths where voters 
mark the paper ballots are at 


each polling place. 

The new machines will 
replace the older 1242 elec¬ 
tronic machines where voters 
pressed a button next to a can¬ 
didate’s name. 

“We were one of four coun¬ 
ties out of 120 counties in the 
state still using the old 1242s. 
They had become obsolete 
and you couldn’t find parts for 
them,” Davis said.

King's Express BP to close its doors today

Homey. Clean. Friendly. Good 
food. 

These words aren’t typically 
used to describe a gas station, 
but King’s Express BP in Liberty 
has been more than a gas station 
to the people of Casey County. 

After 10 years as a convenient 
store, King’s Express BP will 
close its doors at 10 p.m. today, 
Wednesday, Oct. 31. 

“We have mixed feelings 
about closing,” said Bonnie 
King, owner with her husband, 


Kevin. “We just feel like it’s an 
opportunity for us to maybe do 
other things. Change is inevita¬ 
ble, I guess you could say.” 

Family business 

A lot has changed since the 
King family first got into the 
business in 1949 when Kevin’s 
father, Mack King, opened 
King’s Garage on Hustonville 
Street. 

One thing has remained pretty 
consistent for long-time custom¬ 
er Geraldine Wilson though. 

“I’ve been buying my gas 


from King’s for 63 years,” she 
said. “When I came to town and 
started teaching I got just $2 
worth at a time and it would last 
me to school for a week. Now 
I probably run through a tank a 
week, but I don’t think about go¬ 
ing somewhere else.” 

Others came to the garage to 
socialize. 

“It used to have seats inside 
and people would loaf and visit 
there,” said Vivian Lane, whose 
husband, Hershel worked for 
Mack in the 1950s until the two

Property tax 
bills hitting 
mailboxes 

Tax revenue anticipated to 
generate $3.88 million

It can be a scary time of year — with the 
arrival of Halloween comes the mailing of 
property tax bills. 

Marvine Crutcher, a deputy in Sheriff Jer¬ 
ry Coffman’s office, said the county’s 2012 
property tax bills should be ready for mail¬ 
ing today, Oct. 31. 

Crutcher advises any property owner who 
does not receive a bill within the next few 
days to call her at 787-6821. 

This will be the fourth year the sheriff’s 
office has collected the property taxes using 
a computer system. 

The bills will again be mailed on post¬ 
cards, Crutcher said. 

The county is mailing out around 9,464 
tax bills this year, which is expected to gen¬ 
erate an estimated $3.88 million (without 
discounts or penalties). Only one taxing dis¬ 
trict increased their rate from 2011. 

The school district went up to 41.4 cents 
per $100 of assessed property, which is 1.5 
cents higher than last year’s rate of 39.9 
cents. They also increased the same rate on

Lawsuit against 
school district 
dropped, for now

A mother who alleges in a lawsuit that her 
child was abused, neglected and intimidated 
at the hands of a Walnut Hill Elementary 
School special education teacher has dis¬ 
missed the portion of the suit aimed at the 
Casey County Board of Education. 

On Thursday, Senior Judge Marc I. Rosen 
signed an Agreed Order of Dismissal of the 
Board of Education of Casey County, without 
prejudice, in the matter of Bradley Carmicle, 
whose mother Ronna Carmicle, brought the 
action. Also named in the suit is Geraldine 
Baker Fletcher, Bradley’s teacher. 

However, “without prejudice” means that 
the Casey BOE can be made a defendant 
once again, said Winter Huff, an attorney in 
Somerset who represents the BOE. 

“This is not a complete or final dismissal. 
It could be brought back against the board. 
The claims will go forward in those individ¬ 
ual parties,” Huff said, referring to Fletcher 
and other unnamed parties. 

As to why the suit was dropped against the 
BOE, Huff said that in Kentucky, protection 
— immunity defenses — is granted to state 
agencies that perform governmental func¬ 
tions. 

“It’s a protection if you act in reasonably 
good faith a person cannot collect damages 
from you. It protects public monies from 
claims because it comes from taxpayer’s 
money. Until the facts are developed, it 
would be premature to go against the Board,” 
she said. 

Even though the suit could be brought 
again against the Board, Fletcher is now fac¬ 
ing the brunt of the suit. 

As an employee of the Casey County 
BOE, Fletcher’s case will be handled by a 
BOE attorney.

Charles Hatchett 

Hatchett, 61, first decided to 
mn out of concern about Whit¬ 
field’s previous support for a 
proposed “fair tax.” Hatchett 
said this would have placed a 
23-percent sales tax on pur¬ 
chases in the United States as 
an alternative to income taxes. 

He’s also running because 
of his support for the Afford¬ 
able Care Act, also known as 
Obamacare. Hatchett said he 
had a son bom with a heart 
condition and a daughter who 
was premature. 

“Both times the insurance 
companies kind of trumped 
me,” Hatchett said. 

While many Kentucky 
Democrats have distanced 
themselves from President 
Barack Obama, Hatchett has 
been more vocal in his support. 
That’s not to say he agrees with 
everything the President has 
done, but he doesn’t think the 
Republican Presidential can¬ 
didate, Mitt Romney, will be 
as concerned with the average 
American. 

“I don’t know how we’ll do 
this time, but I’m for the little 
guy,” Hatchett said. 

He expressed doubt that the 
“trickle down” approach will 
get the economy going. He also 
indicated he would favor a tar¬ 
iff on products that are import¬ 
ed to the United States because 
a company outsourced its labor 
somewhere else. 

“Our forefathers lost their 
fortunes, you know, to form 
this country, and now we got 
people making a fortune trying 
to outsource the American way 
of life down to pennies on the 
dollar,” Hatchett said. 

He said he prefers the Presi¬ 
dent’s proposal to lower taxes 
on families making less than 
$250,000 per year, and he 
supports raising taxes on the 
wealthiest Americans. 

Hatchett has worked in a 
variety of areas, including 
farming, auctioneering, and 
real estate, and one of the focal 
points of his campaign is creat¬ 
ing a council to help him make 
the big decisions. This council 
would consist of members ap¬ 
pointed by the state senators 
who serve in the First Con¬ 
gressional District. He said the 
council would advise him how 
to vote on major issues. For ex¬ 
ample, on the Farm Bill, he said 
he would want to make sure he 
got input from large and small 
farmers. 

He supports using Kentucky 
coal to provide our electric 


power. He also supports plac¬ 
ing small generators in Ken¬ 
tucky’s rivers to harness hydro¬ 
electric power, noting that 
Kentucky has more coastline 
than Florida. 

“Really water is our best as¬ 
set for the green technology,” 
Hatchett said. 

On foreign affairs, Hatchett 
said he trusts Obama, noting 
that he got Osama bin Laden 
and handled his burial in a way 
that Hatchett wouldn’t have 
thought of. He said he agrees 
with the President’s plan to 
withdraw American troops 
from Afghanistan by 2014 and 
with his use of drones. 

He added that he does not 
think Obama is a Muslim, but 
he does think Obama’s back¬ 
ground may give him an ad¬ 
vantage over Romney. 

“I’m gonna trust the Presi¬ 
dent on what he’s doing, but 
I’ll pray for him because I 
don’t know if any man knows 
exactly what to do on some of 
this,” Hatchett said. 

Hatchett said he thinks the 
United States should support 
Israel in its showdown with 
Iran over nuclear weapons. 
He said he doesn’t know why 
Iran hates the United States, al¬ 
though he said the US did pro¬ 
vide sanctuary to the shah of 
Iran after he stole money from 
the Iranian people. 

Nevertheless, he reiterated 
that the US should support Is¬ 
rael. 

“This is one where we need 
a lot of prayer warriors be¬ 
cause, you know, this could be 
really a big one if we get all the 
superpowers in on this one,” 
Hatchett said. 

He also said Americans 
should be less worried about 
being politically correct. 

“I think we need to be tol¬ 
erant and compassionate to 
people, but also, I don’t think 
we need to be afraid to pray 
in public when we can, or rf 
we don’t, to at least pray to the 
God of Bible in Jesus name,” 
Hatchett said. 

He added that he thinks too 
many Americans are worried 
about the bottom line rather 
than about doing what is best 
for the country. 

“I’m human. I make mis¬ 
takes. I want to try to be helpful, 
but that’s one reason I want to 
try to have a council,” Hatchett 
said. “The older I get, the more 
I realize I don’t know as much 
as I think I do.” 

Ed Whitfield 

Whitfield, 69, is the first 


Republican elected to serve in 
the House of Representatives 
from Kentucky’s First District, 
and he has served in that posi¬ 
tion since 1994. He said he is 
running again because he dis¬ 
agrees with the President’s ap¬ 
proach on a wide variety of is¬ 
sues, ranging from health care 
to taxes to energy. 

“This president has us going 
in the wrong direction,” Whit¬ 
field said. “I think his policies 
are bad for America.” 

Obamacare is one of the big¬ 
gest examples of Whitfield’s 
disagreements with the admin¬ 
istration. He said he didn’t like 
how the bill was passed without 
the opportunity to offer amend¬ 
ments, but he also believes 
the President’s approach is the 
wrong way to fix health care. 

Rather than “federalizing” 
health care, Whitfield said he 
would prefer to encourage 
more extensive use of commu¬ 
nity health centers. Like Mitt 
Romney, Whitfield accused 
Obama of taking $500 billion 
in Medicare funding to pay to 
implement his version of health 
care reform, which includes 21 
new taxes, according to Whit¬ 
field. 

“It’s been quite disappoint¬ 
ing the way that he has pursued 
a political agenda of federaliz¬ 
ing health care to the detriment 
of the American people,” Whit¬ 
field said. 

Whitfield previously served 
in the state legislature. He’s 
worked for small businesses 
and Fortune 500 companies, 
and he’s worked in federal gov¬ 
ernment before being elected 
to serve in Congress, where he 
has served as chairman of the 
Subcommittee on Energy and 
Power. 

“I also understand that one 
of the major problems in Con¬ 
gress today is that Congress 
needs to be reformed as an in¬ 
stitution itself,” he said. 

Whitfield said he supports 
extending the tax cuts imple¬ 
mented under the George W. 
Bush Administration. Whit¬ 
field also said lower taxes and 
lower energy costs will help 
economic growth. 

“This President is increas¬ 
ing the cost of energy because 
his Environmental Protection 
Agency is issuing a multitude 
of very costly regulations that 
is going to increase the cost of 
electricity in America,” Whit¬ 
field said. 

Whitfield said the Farm 
Bill will be a priority if he is 
elected, adding that the big 
concern with the Farm Bill is 
food stamps, which falls under 
the Department of Agriculture. 
He said the number of food 
stamp recipients has increased 


dramatically under Obama be¬ 
cause the President is taking the 
wrong approach to economic 
growth. 

Whitfield said Obama wast¬ 
ed stimulus money promoting 
green energy companies like 
Solyndra when he should have 
been easing regulations that af¬ 
fect oil drifting on public lands. 
And Whitfield supports coal as 
a resource in meeting Ameri¬ 
ca’s energy needs. 

On foreign policy, he said 


he agrees with Obama that 
American troops need to with¬ 
draw from Afghanistan, but he 
thinks the President is making 
a mistake by announcing that 
will happen in 2014. 

“I would not be broadcast¬ 
ing to the world the exact date 
that we’re gonna be leaving,” 
Whitfield said. “But having 
said that, I will have a goal to 
get out of there as soon as I pos¬ 
sibly could.” 

Whitfield added that the re¬ 


cent attack on the American 
consulate in Benghazi, Libya, 
proves that al Qaeda remains 
a threat. 

He and Hatchett agreed that 
the United States should con¬ 
tinue to support Israel. Whit¬ 
field said the United States 
should do everything possible 
to prevent Iran from obtaining 
a nuclear weapon, although he 
acknowledged that he does not 
know if the U.S. can ensure 
that will never happen.

Fifteen die on Kentucky roadways Oct. 22-28 


Preliminary statistics* in¬ 
dicate that 15 people died in 
15 separate crashes on Ken¬ 
tucky’s roadways from Mon¬ 
day, Oct. 22 through Sunday, 
Oct. 28, 2012. 

Single fatality motor vehi¬ 
cle crashes occurred in each 
of the following counties: 
Bath, Casey, Grant Graves, 
Hopkins, Jefferson, Knott, 
Madison, Mercer, Perry, 
Taylor and Trimble. Eight of 
the victims were not wearing 
seat belts. One of the crashes 
involved the use of alcohol. 


One motorcycle crash oc¬ 
curred in Greenup County 
and one in Mercer County. 
Neither of the victims was 
wearing a helmet. 

One bicycle rider was 
killed in Fayette County. 
The victim was not wearing 
a helmet. 

Through Oct. 28, prelimi¬ 
nary statistics* indicate that 
588 people have lost their 
lives on Kentucky roadways 
during 2012. This is 18 few¬ 
er than reported for this time 
period in 2011. Of the 455 


motor vehicle fatalities, 260 
victims were not wearing 
seat belts. Of the 70 motor¬ 
cycle fatalities, 37 were not 
wearing a helmet. Eleven of 
the 13 ATV fatalities were 
not wearing a helmet. Forty- 
five pedestrians, one scooter/ 
moped rider and five bicycle 
riders have been killed. A 
total of 103 fatalities have 
resulted from crashes in¬ 
volving the suspected use of 
alcohol.

Planting bulbs this fall to bloom in the spring 


Fall is the time to think about 
all those flowers we associate 
with spring: daffodils, crocus, 
and other easy-to-grow flower¬ 
ing bulbs. If you aren ft grow¬ 
ing any spring-flowering bulbs 
in your landscape, you are 
missing out on some easy-to- 
grow plants that provide early 
color to your garden. 

These bulbs are planted in 
fall because it corresponds to 
the end of their natural dorman¬ 
cy. Most of these plants begin 
root growth in fall, followed by 
a cool stratification period nec¬ 
essary for proper flower devel¬ 
opment and then shoot growth 
in late winter and early spring. 

No matter which bulbs you 
select, remember that the larg¬ 
est bulbs will produce the great¬ 
est show next spring. However, 



smaller bulbs will still produce 
some flowers, and these may be 
the best choice for mass plant¬ 
ing or naturalizing. Avoid any 
bulbs that feel lightweight as 
these may have severely dried 
during storage. 

It’s important to plant flow¬ 
ering bulbs at the proper depth, 
so inquire about plant depth at 
the nursery or follow the label 
directions. A light application 
of bone meal fertilizer at plant¬ 
ing is often recommended, 
though probably not necessary. 
Most bulbs do not need fertil-

ization until growth emerges in 
the spring. 

When you see plants emerg¬ 
ing, apply 1 to 2 pounds per 
100 square feet of a complete 
fertilizer (like 10-10-10). 

Once flowering occurs, re¬ 
move the faded blooms, but 
don’t remove the foliage. The 


leaves produce sugars and 
other compounds necessary 
for the bulb to overwinter and 
bloom again the next spring. 
Most bulbs will enter dorman¬ 
cy in late spring or early sum¬ 
mer and will renew growth, 
starting with the root system in 
the fall.

CALDWELL COUNTY (Princeton) 

— The Kentucky State Police continues its 
investigation of a fatal Farmington shoot¬ 
ing involving a Kentucky State Trooper 
on Saturday, Oct. 20. The State Police 
confirmed Wednesday, Oct. 24, that the 
Trooper who fired his weapon, fatally in¬ 
juring the suspect, was Trooper Jody Cash. 
Trooper Cash has been placed on paid ad¬ 
ministrative leave, pursuant to KSP policy, 
while the investigation continues, advised 
a state police news release. The KSP re¬ 
ported that the shooting incident occurred 
Saturday at approximately 4:15 p.m., after 
Kentucky State Police received a 911 call 
from a residence on Beech Grove Road 
in the Farmington community of Graves 
County. State Police and sheriff’s deputies 
arrived just before 4:30 p.m. According 
to the state police report, “As the Trooper 
(now confirmed as Cash) walked towards 
the area where the incident had taken place, 
a man armed with a handgun appeared. As 
the man approached, he raised the hand¬ 
gun at the Trooper. 

The Trooper, who was armed with his 
patrol rifle, fired at the armed man, fatally 
striking him. 


Driving home the dangers of 
texting behind the wheel 


FAYETTE COUNTY (Lexington) — 

According to Kentucky State Police Com¬ 
missioner Rodney Brewer, teens may be 
heeding warnings against texting while 
driving better than people his age. “I think 
teenagers are getting it quicker than adults 
are,” said Brewer after a Frankfort press 
conference with AT&T, pushing a message 
for high-schoolers to keep the phone out 
of their hands until they are done driving. 
Texting while driving became illegal in 
Kentucky on July 1, 2011, and began being 
enforced on New Year’s Day 2012. Since 
then Brewer said, as of Oct. 5,740 citations 
for texting while driving have been issued 
by agencies statewide — a low number, he 
said, when compared to the overall num¬ 
ber of people looking at their phone while 
driving.

Nine students hurt 
when bus hits deer 


CHRISTIAN COUNTY (Hopkins¬ 
ville) — Nine students and one bus moni¬ 
tor were injured when a school bus hit a 
deer Monday morning on Madisonville 
Road in Christian County. The bus was go¬ 
ing north on Madisonville Road, near Cov¬ 
ered Wagon Road, when it hit the deer. The 
bus then struck a guard rail and traveled 
about 150 feet along the guard rail before 
coming to a stop, Christian County Sher¬ 
iff’s Deputy Sean Head said. All nine chil¬ 
dren and bus monitor were taken to Jennie 
Stuart Medical Center with minor injures, 
deputies said. The deer was killed. 


FRANKLIN COUNTY (Frankfort) 

— A man broke into a woman’s Frank¬ 
fort house early Friday morning, pointed 
a .22-caliber handgun at her, robbed her 
and shot her dog twice when it tried to 
defend her, according to Frankfort Police 
and friends interviewed at her home. The 
dog, which appeared to be a pit bull mix, 
was still alive and at home on Friday but 
did not appear to be in good condition.

KENTON COUNTY (Fort Mitchell) 

— One statewide issue on November’s bal¬ 
lot in Kentucky will allow voters to decide 
whether hunting and fishing will become 
a constitutionally protected right.

KSP: Watch out for little goblins this Halloween 


With many festivities kick¬ 
ing off this weekend, Kentucky 
State Police wants to make sure 
parents review safety tips with 
their little ‘goblins.’ 

Sgt. Rick Saint-Blancard, 
Spokesperson for KSP, says 
the agency wants the children 
to have a fun but safe trick or 
treating experience. 

“Halloween is traditionally 
a time for children to have fun, 
but most often it is the children 
who can be injured by situa¬ 
tions that are avoidable,” says 
Saint-Blancard. “Be sure your 
child’s costume does not ob¬ 


struct their vision and is not so 
cumbersome where they can 
trip over it.” 

“On Halloween evening, 
we’re placing our children in 
probably some of the most 
dangerous traffic situations you 
could imagine,” adds Saint- 
Blancard. “Our children are 
outside after dark, they walk 
along and cross unfamiliar 
streets and they often wear 
dark colors which are difficult 
for motorists to see.” 

Saint-Blancard offers the fol¬ 
lowing tips for parents: 

■ Make sure your child 


carries a flashlight, glow stick 
or has reflective tape on their 
costume to make them more 
visible. 

■ Younger children should 
be accompanied by an adult or 
older sibling. 

■ Instruct your children not 
to eat any treats until they have 
been checked by an adult. 

■ Make sure your child is 
able to see out of their mask 
properly and can walk in their 
costume without tripping. 

■ Remind kids not to enter a 
strange house or car. 

■ Inspect your child’s candy 


before they eat it. Discard any 
unwrapped or suspicious look¬ 
ing goodies. If your child does 
get sick, call your doctor or the 
hospital emergency room im¬ 
mediately and save all wrap¬ 
pers. It is also helpful to deter¬ 
mine what he or she ate and 
where it came from. 

■ Talk to your children 
about ‘stranger-danger’ and the 


safety precautions when around 
someone they do not know. 

The KSP also wants to re¬ 
mind those driving on Hallow¬ 
een to be extra cautious of our 
small pedestrians.

Now such plants as black¬ 
berries are recommended, and 
to that it is possible to add red 
raspberries and grapes. All 
these will sell when they do 
not freeze out as they have 
been doing in the past years, 
but also require a lot of prun¬ 
ing and care, not much of 
which can be taken care of 
from a tractor’s seat.

Casey County’s cross coun¬ 
try team is only days away 
from their regional meet and 
last weekend brought them 
a taste of solid competition 
as the entire team competed 
in the Kentucky Track and 
Cross Country Coaches As¬ 
sociation (KTCCCA) Meet 
of Champions. 

The Meet of Champions, 
held at Masterson Station 
Park in Lexington brought 
together more than 60 teams 
and hosted 14 separate races 
on Saturday. The meet is 
considered the state cham¬ 
pionship race for middle and 
elementary school runners. 

“We were kind of unhappy 
with the starting line. It’s re¬ 
ally long and not all the same 
terrain,” said Coach Amanda 
Hatter. “Meet of Champions 
is probably not our most fa¬ 
vorite race and we don’t put 
a lot of stock in the results.” 

Kelsey Arthur ran solo 
for Casey in the varsity 5K, 
achieving a season best of 
23:07. She placed 34th out 
of the 180 runners compet¬ 
ing and less than 10 seconds 
from breaking her personal 
record of 22:59. 

“I’m crossing my fingers 
that this weekend she might 
break her record,” said Hat¬ 
ter. 

Cade Reed was the only 
other Rebel to compete in 
the varsity 5K. Sophomore 
Blake Durham opted out of 
running at the last minute. 

“He was there but he was 
in pain and they think he got 
an infection, so he got on 
antibiotics (Monday) and of 
course regions (on Saturday) 
is more important,” Hatter 
said. 

The boys’ middle school 
team finished 17th out of the 
61 teams competing in the 
4K race. Jonathan Gillock 
led the team finishing 53rd 
in a time of 15:11.20 out of 
506 total runners. 

Also finishing in the top 
100 were Chase Williams 
and Brandon Banks. Wil¬ 
liams was 64th with a time 
of 15:22.30 and Banks ran 
15:39.90 for 91st place. 

The elementary races were 
split into a 3K for sixth grade 
and under and a 2K for fourth 
grade and under. Hatter said 
she was also disappointed 
the elementary runners were 
considered three separate 
teams due to their particular 
school affiliations. 

Whitney Clements and 
Jenna Vaughn were 70th and 
98th place respectively in 
the 3K race that hosted 340 
runners. 

Steven Votow finished 
28th out of 393 runners in 
the 3K race. His time of 
12:04 was only .6 of a sec¬ 
ond ahead of the runner 
behind him and less than a 
minute from putting him in 
the top 10. 

Mitchell Duggins also had 
a stand-out performance in 


the 2K race. Duggins was 
ninth out of 289 runners in a 
time of 8:05; less than a min¬ 
ute behind first place. 

“We had an issue with him 
coming in 10th but he said 
another boy pushed him so 
I asked (the officials) to go 
back and look at the tape and 
sure enough they changed 
him to ninth,” Hatter said. 

Despite some frustrations, 
Hatter said they were pleased 
overall with their runners. 

“We haven’t had a lot of 
cold weather. We’ve had re¬ 
ally nice weather. I think the 
kids were feeling the cold on 
Saturday,” Hatter said. 

Mercer County All- 
Comers 

The team traveled back to 
Anderson Dean Park Oct. 23 
for a small all-comers meet 
at the familiar course. 

As in their previous races 
at the Mercer County course, 
the middle school runners 
competed in the varsity race 
while the elementary run¬ 
ners competed in the middle 
school race. 

Arthur finished second in 
the girls’ field with a time of 
23:28.50. 

Durham led the boys with 
his time of 19:09.97 and fin¬ 
ished fourth overall.

world that exists beyond your 
stage: the field. Beyond the 
field is merely darkness. 

Being under the lights al¬ 
lows you to focus on the role 
you need to play. In that role, 
under the lights, it becomes 
only you and the forces 
around you. The moment-to- 
moment actions come into 
fruition in a way that almost 
seems beyond your control. 
Your body is one with the 
field, the players and the ball, 
reacting even before your 
mind has time to catch up. 

Some athletes make it to 
a larger than life stage in the 
professional arena but some 
are experiencing the peak of 
their moment right now at 
the high school level. I truly 
believe the ability to capture 
one of those moments under 
the lights as a high school 
athlete is as comparable to a 
perfect moment any pro can 
capture for himself. 

Once you’ve experienced a 
moment that can only be cre¬ 


ated under the lights, within 
your stage, the feeling never 
leaves you. Even seeing the 
stadium lights from a distance 
can bring back a reminiscent 
feeling that doesn’t quite 
compare to that experienced 
in the original moment, but 
brings back the memory of 
its existence. 

Take in your moment under 
the lights as an athlete. Let it 
sweep you away and mes¬ 
merize you. Let it wipe away 
the exterior world where 
scrutiny, fear and limits exist. 
Be that moment before your 
opportunity passes you by.

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Liberty City Council sets new property tax rate for fiscal year

The Liberty City Council 
has set the 2012 property tax 
rate at 22.4 cents per $100 as¬ 
sessment. 

The rate was set during two 
special called meetings on 


Thursday and Friday. 

“It’s the compensating rate, 
which will generate the same 
revenue as last year,” said 
Mayor Steve Sweeney. 

The 22.4-cent rate will gen¬ 
erate $195,991 in property tax 
revenue, according to figures 
furnished by City Hall. 

This year’s rate is .1 cent 


lower than the 2011 rate of 
22.5, which was projected to 
bring in $191,700 in property 
tax revenue. This is the sec¬ 
ond year in a row that the rate 
has been lowered .1 cent — 
the 2010 rate was 22.6. 

An additional $52,000 
will be generated by the tax 
of 20.8 cents on motor ve¬ 


hicles (which has remained 
unchanged for years) and 
franchise fees from the local 
banks. 

City Clerk Sharleen Rod¬ 
gers said that she would like to 
give Liberty residents a heads 
up about the new look of the 
city’s property tax bills. 

“The bill is going to look 


like the county’s bill,” she 
said. “The bill had always 
been a paper copy. Now 
they’re going to have what 
the county has but it will say 
‘city’ on it.” 

The property evaluation ad¬ 
ministrator’s office will be us¬ 
ing the same software used to 
print the county’s, she said. 


Residents can expect to re¬ 
ceive the bill within the next 
few weeks. The bills are due 
upon receipt and no discount 
is offered for early payment 
as it is with the county taxes. 
However, Rodgers said no 
penalties are incurred until 
after Jan. 31.

tangibles. The schools are 
expected to receive $1.89 
million in tax revenue, 
which is about $100,000 
more than last year. 

The Casey County Ex¬ 
tension District decreased 
its tangible rate from 2.02 
to 1.82 cents on tangibles 
and kept the same rate of 
1.7 cents on real estate. 
The expected tax revenue 
of $77,909 is $1,056 more 
than what was generated 
last year. 

All other taxing districts, 
as well as the state and the 
county, kept rates the same 
as last year, although all are 
realizing more money due to 
growth. 

Paying up 

Collections for 2012 
property taxes will begin on 
Tuesday, Nov. 1. As usual, 
a 2 percent discount will be 
offered to property owners 
who pay their taxes in No¬ 
vember. 

Crutcher said almost 90 
percent of all 2011 bills 
were collected last year dur¬ 
ing November. 

“It was amazing,” she said. 
“It’s always been above 70 
percent. Most people want 
to pay in November to get 


the 2 percent discount.” 

In December, the bill is 
payable at face value. A 
5 percent penalty will be 
added to those bills paid in 
January. 

The penalty increases 
to 21 percent for bills paid 
after Jan. 31 through April 
15. After that date, they are 
turned over to the county 
clerk’s office, where taxpay¬ 
ers are subject to an addi¬ 
tional 20 percent county at¬ 
torney’s fee and a 10 percent 
county clerk’s fee. 

Those who mail their tax 
payments are allowed the 2 
percent discount as long as 
it is postmarked by Nov. 30, 
Crutcher said. Those who 
would like to have a receipt 
should enclose a self-ad- 
dressed, stamped envelope, 
she said. 

Those who have an escrow 
account set up by their mort¬ 
gage company to pay their 
taxes will receive a tax bill 
postcard, but Crutcher said 
it is not cause for alarm. 

“The bills for those peo¬ 
ple (who have an escrow 
account) have been pulled 
and mailed to the mortgage 
companies,” she said. “If 
they want to call and make 
sure it’s been paid, feel free 
to at the end of the month.” 

The sheriff’s office is 


open Monday through Fri¬ 
day from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
and on Saturday from 8 a.m. 
to noon. Taxes may be paid 
with cash, checks or money 
orders. No credit or debit 
cards will be accepted. 

Exemptions 

Eric Brown, Casey’s 
Property Valuation Admin¬ 
istrator, said the amount of 
Homestead exemption will 
remain the same this year at 
$34,000. 

That means taxpayers who 
are age 65 or older, or who 
are 100 percent disabled, 
may receive an exoneration 
of $34,000. 

Brown said the amount of 
the Homestead exemption is 
adjusted every two years by 
the state Office of Property 
Valuation and was increased 
by $300 in 2011. 

The Homestead ex¬ 
emption means that those 
whose property is valued at 
$34,000 or less — and who 
quality — will not pay any 
taxes. For those assessed 
at more than that, they will 
receive $34,000 off their as¬ 
sessment and pay taxes on 
the revenue. 

Once a taxpayer reaches 
age 65 and signs up for the 
Homestead exemption, they

do not have to do it again. 

Those who are turning 65 
should sign up for the ex¬ 
emption in Brown’s office. 
The exception is good for 
the entire year, meaning if 
a person received his 2012 
property taxes now, but isn’t 
65 until December, they can 
still qualify for the exemp¬ 
tion. 

To receive the exemption 
under disability, Brown said 
proof of total disability is 
required from the agency 
from which the taxpayer is 
collecting, such as Social 
Security. 

Those who become dis¬ 
abled during the year will 
still have to pay the full 
amount as the exemption 
will not go into effect until 
the following year. 

About half of the proper¬ 
ties in the county were reas¬ 
sessed in 2012. Brown said 
the state requires reassess¬ 
ment every four years and 
he does half the county at a 
time. 

“This year was the cycle 
where I did the western side 
of county,” he said. “I basi¬ 
cally split the county by U.S. 
127 and the Green River 
and everything to the north 
and west was reassessed for 
2012. The south and east 
will be for 2013.” 

Property owners were 
notified in May and should 
already know if there was 
a change in the assessment, 
Brown said. 

If any property owner has 
built something or receives 
a bill that they’re concerned 
is too high, now is the time 
to contact Brown. 

“I’m currently working on 
the 2013 assessments, now 


is the time to let me know,” 
he said.

From the kitchen to a room in an old tobacco barn and 
then to another room, Chuck and Tammy decided that to 
have room to store needed raw materials, a building would 
have to be built. 

From a building on Bryant Ridge that was expanded twice, 
Goose Creek moved into a vacant building just east of the 
Casey EMS building on Ky. 70 in Liberty. 

The business now employees approximately 70 employees 
who can produce more than 20,000 units a day. 

With more than 100 sales representatives crisscrossing the 
country, Goose Creek candles and products are now promi¬ 
nently featured in major chain and retail stores. 

In addition to their products being offered on many Inter¬ 
net sites, Goose Creek has also done well with social media, 
having more than 100,000 friends on Facebook.

Agriculture

the first large animal composting busi¬ 
ness in the state, which puts Casey 
County agriculture on the map, said pre¬ 
senter Catherine Staat.

Large Animal Composting of Kentucky, or LACKY, 
opened this past summer, offering farmers a convenient and 
affordable way to take care of a dead cow or horse. 

Instead of burying the animal or dragging it to the back side 
of the farm for the buzzards to feast on, LACKY collects the 
animals and buries them in a sawdust/woodchip pile which, 
in about two months, dissolves the entire carcass, with no 
runoff into the water system, odor, or any other health issues 
associated with dead animals. 



Young Entrepreneur 

A college freshman who made his 
mark in the local music and arts scene 
has picked up this year’s Young Entre¬ 
preneur Award.

Originally begun next door to its present location, the pop¬ 
ularity of the business has led the Hebrocks to open a second 
Sweet Beans location in Russell Springs. 

Sweet Beans boasts its own “Bean Team,” employees, who 
along with Laura and local residents, create popular drinks 
such as the “Casey County Rebel” and the “Harvest Moon 
Mocha.” 

The cafe also offers a variety of lunch specials such as 
soups and sandwiches as well as several flavors of hot choco¬ 
late, ice cream, and milkshakes. 

But in addition to opening the new business, the Hebrocks 
have made their presence known in Casey County in another 
way. 

“Tracy and Laura have been involved in sponsoring sev¬ 
eral events throughout the year and consistently give back to 
the community by way of basket donations for fund raisers, 
community events, Relay for Life and The Casey County 
Apple Festival,” said presenter Angela King. 

Tracy, a native of Casey County and 1991 graduate of 
Casey County High School, met Laura while working in Or¬ 
egon. 

The couple built a vacation home in Casey County sev¬ 
eral years ago and visited during the summer months and at 
Christmas. 

And, King said, it didn’t take them long to decide that 
Casey County would make a great place to raise their four 
children. 

Organization of the Year 

This year’s Organization of the Year Award goes to a min¬ 
istry that has helping people as its heart and soul. 

Presenter Nicki Johnson outlined for attendees the many 
programs that comprise Casey County 
Community Ministries. 

The thrift store, The Gathering Place, 
has been in business at three different 
sites during the past 18 years in Lib¬ 
erty. 

Founded in late 1994, CCCM as¬ 
sumed the ownership of the old Liberty 
Attic Store being operated by the Chris¬ 
tian Appalachia Project. 

“Thanks to our community’s gener¬ 
ous donations of clothes, housewares, 
and small furniture, they have been able to offer decent and 
affordable clothing and wares for the community as well as 
those thrift-store shoppers who find exactly what they need,” 
she said. 

In addition to thrift shop at The Gathering Place, the min¬ 
istry also houses a food pantry that is supported by churches, 
organizations, businesses, and individuals in the communi¬ 
ty- 

Another program through CCCM, run entirely by volun¬ 
teers, is the monthly commodities distribution through its 
partnership with Feeding America in Elizabethtown. 

Three additional CCCM programs, also directed by vol¬ 
unteers, greatly impact children in Casey County. 

Toys for Kids raises the funds each year which provides 



Christmas gifts for about 500 children. 

A second ministry, the Backpack Program, makes sure that 
100 hungry children have food to eat while they are at home 
on the weekends. 

And, Johnson said, CCCM administers funds through the 
Children’s Fund, money that’s used to provide a wide range 
of needs from purchasing a winter coat or shoes to helping to 
pay a water or electric bill. 

CCCM has also taken the leadership role in the election 
day pancake breakfast at First Christian Church, using the 
event as a major fundraiser for its many ministries. 

Health 

Better Body and Health and Fitness Center was established 
in 2006 with a mission to promote better health through exer¬ 
cise awareness and fitness. 

Presenter Laura Hebrock said that the 
state-of-the-art fitness facility, owned 
and operated by Drs. Michael and Er¬ 
ika Montgomery Turner, is composed 
of light fitness machines, a cardio area, 
and weight machines in a separate free 
weight area. 

The facility also features a tanning 
salon, sauna, and full service locker 
rooms for the more than 500 members 
who range in age from 12 to 85. 

The facility has helped the com¬ 
munity lose more than 1,500 pounds 
through programs such as the Living Well for Life program, 
a monthly wellness program to help people lose weight and 
keep it off. 

Anther successful weight-loss and wellness program has 
been the Biggest Loser program for parents and children. 

Additionally, Better Body recently began an initiative 
called the Women’s Bootcamp, which trained a group of lo¬ 
cal women to compete in a mini-marathon and a marathon, 
13.1 and 26.2 miles, respectively. 

Better Bodies also features the services of independent 
health-fitness trainer Brian Mountjoy, from Danville. 

“The past six years have shown the people of Casey Coun¬ 
ty they care about their health and well-being and want to 
make efforts to care for their well-being,” Hebrock said.

Races 

In possibly the most con¬ 
tested race on the ballot, in¬ 
cumbent Democratic Presi¬ 
dent Barak Obama is facing 
Republican challenger former

Four separate injury crashes occur in 3 days

In the past week, there were 
four vehicle accidents with 
injuries in Casey County, in¬ 
cluding one in Dunnville that 
was fatal. 

Lilly Poff, 33, of 58 Jenny 
Lane, Jamestown, died at 
Casey County Hospital after 
being involved in a two-vehi¬ 
cle accident around 1 p.m. on 
Oct. 24, according to a police 
report. 

Poff was traveling north on 
U.S. 127 driving a 1995 Hon¬ 
da Accord and failed to nego¬ 
tiate the curve near Dunnville 
Christian Church, crossed the 
center line and entered the 
southbound lane, according to 
the accident report. 

Kevin Eads, 50, of 152 
Sylvester Road, Liberty, was 
driving south on U.S. 127 in 
a 1995 International flat bed 
truck and tried to avoid Poff 
by braking and turning left, 
the accident report states. 

The Accord hit the truck in 
the passenger front wheel and 
then continued down the side 
of the vehicle, coming to rest 
in a private yard on the south¬ 
bound side of the roadway. 
The truck, which was not car¬ 
rying a load, came to rest in 
the grass on the opposite side 
of the curve. 

According to the traffic re¬ 
port, Poff was not wearing a 
seat belt and her license had 


been suspended due to a fail¬ 
ure to complete traffic school. 

Poff was taken by Casey 
County EMS to Casey County 
Hospital. Deputy Chad Wed¬ 
dle investigated the accident.

Man sentenced to 30 years on drug charges

A Liberty man who pleaded 
guilty to two counts of manu¬ 
facturing methamphetamine 
will spend at least 20 years in 
prison. 

Lester Craig Propes, 35, of 
3988 West Ky. 70, was arrested 
on May 1 by Deputy Dennis 
Allen, Sheriff Jerry Coffman, 
and Deputy Chad Weddle at a 
local residence. 

Propes was found to be in 
possession of meth making 
components and equipment, 
court records indicate. 

Propes told officers that he 
intended to manufacture meth 
for profit to pay child support, 
court records state. 

In Casey County Circuit 
Court on Oct. 24, Senior Judge 
Marc I. Rosen sentenced 
Propes to 20 years in prison 
with 10 years probated for five 
upon successful completion of 


his sentence. 

In other cases: 

Charles Keith Clements, cul¬ 
tivation of marijuana, five or 
more plants, possession of mar¬ 
ijuana, and possession of dmg 
paraphernalia, plea of guilty, 
final sentencing Jan. 14. 

Jalen Leonard Estioko, third- 
degree assault, inmate assault 
on corrections officer, plea of 
guilty, sentenced to one year 
consecutive to any sentence 
now being served. 

Steven Earl Brock, reckless 
homicide and DUI, was sen¬ 
tenced to five years and 30 days 
in jail, pay $575. 

Glen Clay Naylor was sen¬ 
tenced to 10 years in prison for 
manufacturing meth. 

Oct. 22 

Humberto Medellin pleaded 
guilty to two amended counts 
of second-degree possession of 
a controlled substance and two 


counts of illegal sale of alcohol. 
He was sentenced to 12 months 
in jail, credit for 199 days. 

Jamie Lee Sharp pleaded 
guilty to second-degree bur¬ 
glary, amended to third-degree 
burglary, theft by unlawful 
taking, third-degree criminal 
mischief, and three counts of 
second-degree criminal pos¬ 
session of a forged instrument. 
Final sentencing is scheduled 
for Nov. 26. 

Roberta L. Lynn pleaded 
guilty to manufacturing meth, 
amended to criminal attempt to 
manufacture meth; and cultiva¬ 
tion of marijuana, five or more 
plants. Final sentencing is Dec. 
10 . 

Jamie Alan Statham pleaded 
guilty to three counts of re¬ 
ceiving stolen property under 
$10,000. Statham was sen¬ 
tenced to pretrial diversion for 
five years and is to pay $2,409 
jointly with co-defendants in 
the case. He is also to serve 90 
days in jail.

men went into partnership 
as King & Lane Gulf in 1960 
when the station moved to 
the new U.S. 127 bypass. It 
was also then that King & 
Lane Towing started up. 

“It was just like one big 
family,” she said. 

Vivian and Mack’s wife, 
Christine, took turns keeping 
the books and kept busy rais¬ 
ing the kids, she said. 

In 1966, Mack and Hershel 
leased the building to Mack’s 
oldest son, Gary, and Her- 
shel’s brother Wayne Lane, 
making the business “G&W 
Gulf.” Seven years later, it 
was just Gary handling the 
business until Kevin part¬ 
nered with him in 1975. 

But Kevin started helping 
out before then. In 1968 he 
worked part time at the sta¬ 
tion. 

“I was a freshman in high 
school,” he said. “I also 
shined shoes down at the 
barber shop in The Village.” 

Lane said she could tell 
Kevin was eager to play a 
role in the family business. 

“He was interested in it 
from the start. He was a 
worker,” she said. 

At that time it was a 24- 
hour service station and 
Kevin worked weekends. 

“I remember nights when 
the drive-in let out. If Elvis 
Presley was in the theater, 
you had to get with it,” he 
said. 

They would be bombard¬ 
ed with cars and after the 
men took their dates home, 
they came back to hang out 
at the station, he said. 

Gary and Kevin ran the 
business together until April

The next big change would 
come in 2002 when they split 
the business in two. 

“People were so disap¬ 
pointed when we tore down 
the old full service station 
but it had served its pur¬ 
pose,” Bonnie said.

which took over the ga¬ 
rage side of the business, 
and Bonnie and Kevin had 
King’s Express BP, which 
handled the gas station and 
added a convenient store.

Shirley Baldock has 
been getting lunch there for 
years.

“They just treat you like 
you’re family,” Baldock 
said. 

Other than Bonnie and 
Kevin, there are nine em¬ 
ployees at King’s. 

“We’ve been blessed with 
great employees and they 
have worked hard and helped 
so much,” Bonnie said. 

Jan Rader, assistant man¬ 
ager, has been with the 
King’s for nine years and 
thinks she works with the 
greatest crew in town. 

“Everyone here is friend¬ 
ly,” she said. “We go out of 
the way to help people so it’s 
not just a gas station.

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Williams files motion asking for judgment

Gail Williams, the only can¬ 
didate for Commonwealth’s 
Attorney for the 29th Judicial 
District comprising Casey and 
Adair counties, has filed a re¬ 
sponse to a motion seeking his 
removal as a candidate. 

Michael L. Harris, Williams’ 
attorney, filed a Motion for 
Summary Judgment in Adair 
County Circuit Court on Oct. 
23. 

The summary judgment mo¬ 
tion is an answer to Ronney 
Hatter’s Oct. 12 motion to have 
Williams removed from the up¬ 
coming ballot based on allega¬ 
tions that Williams didn’t meet 
residency requirements to be a 
candidate. 

Originally scheduled to be 
heard on Oct. 23, it was re¬ 
scheduled for Thursday, Nov. 
1 in Adair Circuit Court before 
Senior Judge Marc I. Rosen. 

When asked the end of last 
week if he would mle on the 
motion at Thursday’s hearing, 
Rosen said that he couldn’t an¬ 
swer that question. 

“I don’t know when I’ll mle 
on that motion,” he said. 

The vacancy in the 29th Ju¬ 
dicial District came about as a 
result of Casey County Com¬ 
monwealth’s Attorney Brian 
Wright’s withdrawal from the 
election to mn for the Circuit 
Court Judge’s seat that was 
held by Judge James G. Wed¬ 
dle, who died in April. 

Williams was nominated on 


Aug. 20 by the members of the 
Executive Committee of the 
Republican Party for Casey and 
Adair counties. 

Hatter contends that a series 
of actions on Williams’ part 
indicated that he was no lon¬ 
ger a resident of Adair County 
for the preceding 12 months, 
which would disqualify him as 
a candidate. 

Williams'actions 

On June 8, Williams and his 
wife Genella sold their home 
at 92 Denver Drive in Colum¬ 
bia to Dale and Bobbie Long, 
according to Deed Book 322, 
page 89, in the Adair County 
Clerk’s Office. 

Little more than a month lat¬ 
er, on July 10 in Adair Circuit 
Court, Williams sought Senior 
Judge Doughlas George’s ap¬ 
proval to postpone a legal case 
for 90 days. 

“I am in the process of mov¬ 
ing to another area of the state, 
if we could push it out as far as 
October it would really be a big 
help,” Williams said. 

On July 31, Williams and his 
wife purchased two parcels of 
land in Boyd County, Ky. Ac¬ 
cording to the Boyd County 
Clerk’s office, the grantees’ — 
the Williams — listed a post 
office box in the 41105 ZIP 
code — in Ashland — as the 
mailing address where a copy 
of the deed was sent after being 
recorded on Aug. 1. 

The Boyd County PVA tax 
roll shows Williams’ mailing 
address as 8228 Manor Drive, 


Ashland, Ky. 41102. 

After being nominated for 
Commonwealth’s Attorney on 
the night of Aug. 20, Williams 
returned to Kentucky from 
Florida the following day to 
file papers in the Secretary of 
State’s office appointing his 
wife as his campaign treasurer. 

Williams listed 510 Burkes- 
ville St., Columbia, as his mail¬ 
ing address on the filing forms. 
This was the address of the for¬ 
mer Dreamland Motel, which 
was sold on Aug. 14 to Billy 
Sexton and Gary W. Cox, of 
Columbia. 

And, according to Hatter’s 
motion, Williams only stayed 
in the Dreamland Motel for two 
nights. 

Residence 

Danville Attorney Richard 
Clay, who’s representing Hat¬ 
ter, maintains that Williams 
had given up his residence 
based on Kentucky law (KRS 
118.015(7) which states “the 
word ‘resident’ used in refer¬ 
ence to a candidate in a state, 
district, county, or city election 
shall mean actual resident.” 

Also, Clay said that in Mob¬ 
ley v. Armstrong, it stated that 
an “actual residence is defined 
as an abode where someone 
actually lives, and not a mere 
naked legal residence.” 

Additionally, Clay filed a 
motion on Hatter’s behalf on 
Monday in Adair Circuit Court 
responding to Williams’ motion 
for summary judgment. The 
motion also seeks a summary 


judgment, asking the judge to 
mle in a timely manner. 

Hatter’s motion states that 
Williams rented an apartment 
after vacating his home in Co¬ 
lumbia on July 27. 

“Referring to July 27,2012, 
when he finally surrendered the 
keys and possession of his for¬ 
mer home at 92 Denver Drive 
in Columbia, Respondent (Wil¬ 
liams) swore, “At that point in 
time, Affiant (Williams) and his 
wife had not purchased another 
home at any location, but did 
sign a one (1) year lease on a 
small apartment in Ashland, 
Boyd County, Kentucky,” the 
motion states. “In other words, 
that ‘small apartment’ was the 
only place in Kentucky that 
Respondent could lay down his 
head in a dwelling he owned or 
controlled. That was his actual 
residence.” 

To further bolster his argu¬ 
ment that Williams had given 
up his residence, court docu¬ 
ments indicate that Williams 
and his wife, Genella, entered 
into a purchase agreement on 
July 12 to build a home valued 
at more than $200,000 on Dal¬ 
ton Court in Cattletsburg, Boyd 
County, Ky. 

The Williams’ purchase 
agreement replaced a purchase 
agreement signed on June 23 
by Williams’ daughter and son- 
in-law, Brett and Brandee Mc¬ 
Coy. 

Williams'response 

In his motion for summary 
judgment, Harris states that 


Hatter made no attempt to con¬ 
tact Williams to ask about his 
residency in Adair County. 

“Instead, Mr. Hatter has se¬ 
lectively taken a hodge-podge 
of facts available to him from 
the public records, cobbled 
those selective facts together 
with several factual errors, 
tossed in a misreading of Ken¬ 
tucky law, and presented that 
confused jumble as a basis for 
his Motion to Remove,” the 
motion states. 

Williams’ motion states what 
he believes to be the facts es¬ 
tablishing himself as a resident 
of Adair County for the past 12 
years. 

■ Williams is registered to 
vote in Adair County. 

■ His driver’s license states 
that he’s a resident of Colum¬ 
bia. 

■ All four of his vehicles are 
titled in Adair County. 

■ His travel trailer purchased 
in July was titled in Adair 
County. 

■ Williams pays taxes in 
Adair County. 

■ Williams maintains his 
law practice, bank accounts, 
and two safety deposit boxes in 
Adair County. 

As to selling their home on 
Denver Drive in Columbia, 
Williams said that he and his 
wife wanted a smaller home. 
And, the couple didn’t vacate 
the home until July 27. Lrom 
that date until Aug. 10, the Wil¬ 
liams visited their daughter and 
son-in-law in Ashland and then 
continued on to Florida for a va¬ 


cation before Williams returned 
to Kentucky on Aug. 21. 

Also citing Mobley v. Arm¬ 
strong to defend his residency 
assertion, Williams states that 
although they sold their home 
in Columbia, they did not pur¬ 
chase a home anywhere else 
until they returned from Florida 
and signed a contract on Aug. 
27 on a house in Columbia. 

Williams states that this is 
where Hatter’s argument falls 
short. 

“Movant (Hatter) fails even 
to allege that Mr. Williams 
moved temporarily elsewhere, 
intending to return,” the motion 
states. 

Additionally, Williams 
motion calls Hatter’s claim 
“absurd” that a candidate for 
Commonwealth’s Attorney 
must reside continuously in the 
county for 365 days before an 
election, which would prohibit 
a candidate from taking a vaca¬ 
tion. 

Harris said that as for the 
home in Cattletsburg, the Wil¬ 
liams have paid no money to¬ 
ward that home nor will it be 
built. 

Still, for Harris, the ruling 
to keep Williams on the ballot 
should be made based on what 
he and Williams believe to be 
the facts. 

“The bottom line is this. Two 
weeks spent elsewhere in the 
state doesn’t change your resi¬ 
dency,” Harris said, referring to 
the period between July 27 and 
Aug. 10. 


Heating assistance program begins Nov. 5

Lawsuit 


A program to help low in¬ 
come families pay to heat their 
residences begins Nov. 5 and 
will mn through Dec. 14. 

The Low Income Home En¬ 
ergy Assistance Program (LI- 
HEAP) is being administered 
through the Lake Cumberland 
Community Action Agency of¬ 
fice at 85 Beldon Ave. in Lib¬ 
erty. 

“It’s a program that helps 
subsidize winter heating costs 
in hopes of preventing a crisis, 
or basically, a gift to those who 
qualify,” said Lisa Mann, As¬ 
sistant Executive Director with 
LCCAA. 

A family qualifying for as¬ 
sistance within the income 
guidelines (130 percent of the 
poverty level) must furnish the 
local LCCAA office with cer¬ 


tain documents. 

Applicants need to bring a 
Social Security card or per¬ 
manent resident card for each 
member of the household, 
proof of income for each 
household member for the pre¬ 
vious month, the most recent 
heating bill or verification from 
the landlord stating that heating 
expenses are included in the 
rent, and the most recent elec¬ 
tric bill verifying the physical 
address of the home. 

Mann said that she encour¬ 
ages everyone who thinks 
they’re eligible to come by her 
office now and apply for this 
assistance. 

‘ ‘Some who have never need¬ 
ed and applied for assistance 
may be hesitant to come in. But 
they need to know that it’s all 
confidential,” Mann said. 

The Kentucky LIHEAP 
program helps approximately 


150,000 Kentucky families pay 
their heating bills each win¬ 
ter, according to the Kentucky 
Cabinet for Health and Human 
Services Web site, www.http:// 
chfs .ky. go v/dcb s/dfs/liheap. 
htm. 

The U.S. Department for 
Health and Human Services 
allocates funding to Kentucky 
through the Cabinet for Health 
and Lamily Services, which 
contracts with Community Ac¬ 
tion Agencies across the state to 
receive LIHEAP applications 
and provide recipient benefits, 
the site states. 

Anyone needing more in¬ 
formation can contact the local 
LCCAA office at (606) 787- 
9209.

“She will be represented 
by an attorney retained by 
our insurance carrier,” said 
Casey Superintendent Linda 
Hatter, 

However, should it be 
shown that Lletcher was 
guilty of the allegations 
named in the suit, the insur¬ 
ance carrier only has the ob¬ 
ligation to pay if it’s a cov¬ 
ered event, Huff said. 

“They provide a defense 
under “reservation of rights” 
in which if a jury were to find 
something then they would 
say you’re on your own as 
far as monetary damages,” 
Hatter said. 

Somerset attorneys Rhon¬ 
da Hatfield-Jeffers and John 


Pruitt Jr. filed suit in Casey 
County Circuit Court on 
Sept. 24 on behalf of Ronna 
Carmicle and her son Brad¬ 
ley. 

The suit states that teacher 
Geraldine Baker Lletcher 
“wantonly and recklessly 
abused, neglected and intim¬ 
idated Bradley” — who has 
mental and physical disabili¬ 
ties — from late September 
2011 through December 
2011 . 

No response to the suit has 
been filed nor has a hearing 
date has been set in the case, 
said Casey County Circuit 
Court Clerk Craig Over- 
street. 

Calls to Carmicle’s attor¬ 
neys weren’t returned.

SECTION I — That the ad valorem property tax rates to be levied by the City of
